WILL NOT BE ACCEPTED AS ENTRY IN NOV. 11 PARADE 


PORTERVILLE — Following 
considerable discussion at 
regular weekly meeting Monday 
night, members of the Veterans 
Homecoming committee voted 
unanimously to not accept any 
entry the Citizens for Peace in 
Viet Nam might submit for the 
Veterans’ Day parade November 


1. 

In making it’s decision the 
committee authorized the 
following explanation of it’s 
action: “The Veterans’ Day 
parade in Porterville is, and has 
always been, sponsored and 
financed by the local veterans 
organizations, the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars and the American 
Legion, assisted through ticket 
sales by the Veterans of World 


War I. 

“The purpose of the parade is 
patriotic, to express our loyalty 
to the government we served in 
time of war, and to show our 
respect for those comrades who 
made the supreme sacrifice on 
the field of battle, in defense of 
the American way of life. 

“We do not feel that it is 
fitting for us to provide a vehicle 
for dissent on the part of those 
who do not hold with what we 
believe in. 

“The statement made by one 
of the speakers at last Saturday’s 
peace rally in Murry park, to the 
effect that his group had been 
“invited” to enter a float in the 
penis, is contrary to the facts. 

> Veterans Homecoming 


committee agreed that an entry 
would be allowed, providing all 
the rules and regulations of the 
parade were followed, and in 
lieu of any march of their own. 

“If the peace group withdrew 
their request for a _ parade 
permit, and conducted 
themselves in accordance with 
the purposes and intent of the 
Veterans Day parade, they 
would have been allowed an 
entry. However, the peace group 


did not accept this, but 
conducted their own parade last 
Saturday. 


“The precedent for refusing 
an entry for a dissenting group 
was set by the Citizens for Peace 
in Viet Nam themselves, when

AWAKE, PORTERVILLE, AWAKE 


The children (we're referring necessarily to mentality, not 
necessarily to age) marched Saturday as “Citizens For Peace In 
Vietnam.” Everything was peaceful, everything was orderly, 
everything was love with two fingers in the air, everything was signs 
and slogans - just the way Hanoi likes to see America in action. 

Really, it wasn’t much of a show. We could not be certain 

whether the cast was made up of characters or characters made up 
the cast; costumes, in many instances, were soiled and wrinkled; 
most of the wigs were scraggly, ill-kept, and dirty; auditioning of 
acts left much to be desired; the script lacked originality; and the 
staging was strictly bush. 

A happy note, however, was struck early in the program at Murry 

‘park when Student Leader Mark Bowker explained that “small 
communities breed small minds,” then he seemed to convey the idea 
that the Peace Marching Messiahs were there to guide the small 

minds of Porterville out of the unenlightened wilderness. 

Three speakers from elsewhere, presumably byed with big minds 
in big communities, were billed, however only one showed, 
: reflecting inability of peace show directors to guarantee wide 
_ exposure through the medium of television. . 

The speaker who did show - Isidore Ziferstein, M.D.(we checked 
the spelling of his name in the 1967 report on Un-American 
Activities in California) was somewhat critical of the foreign policies 
of Presidents Truman, Kennedy, and Johnson - and, my my, you 
should have heard what he said about Nixon! 

He also made a great tadoo about news management by 
government, a subject on which he is obviously an authority, for his 

talk was a Classically beautiful example of the news management 
technique, and his magnificent insite as a third-rate political second 
guesser was delightful to listen to. 

He also touched on points he had made in an article he wrote for . 
The American Journal of Orthopsychiatry, entitled, “Psychological 
Habituation To War: A Sociopsychological Case Study.” In fact he 
passed out reprints. 

It was rumored, but without substantiating evidence, that the” 

* learned Dr. Ziferstein was in reality a CIA agent, sent into Porterville 
on the rods of a midnight freight to infiltrate the Peace March and 
disintegrate it. 

Incredible as this may sound, some credence must be lent to the 
theory by the fact that after the doctor had talked for 20 or 25 
minutes, at least half the crowd had dispersed; within another 15 
minutes, he had lost half of the remaining half, some physically, 

. some mentally, and it appeared that by the time he hit 45 minutes, 
crowd interest was centered elsewhere - in three or four cases of 
couples, on the love-is-love-is-love theme. 

If Dr. Ziferstein had talked another 10 minutes, it is likely that he 
would have successfully dispersed the entire crowd - and without 
even the faintest shadow of police harassment or brutality. ; 

John McMath, as he indicated he preferred to be referred to, 
rather than as the Rev. John McMath of the First United Methodist 
church, joined the march from Porterville college to Murry park and 
was billed as a speaker, however, by the time show directors brought 
him on, the rally was pretty much over. 

‘We must say, however, McMath, in his brief remarks, made 
‘ considerable sense. Actually, he caught us short since we had long 
since laid our note book down, and by the time we found it, 
McMath was finished. Now that we think of it, maybe finished also 
as a speaker at future peace marches. But if he will send us a brief 

_ resume of his remarks, we just might print them. 

Joining Bowker as student stage manager was Ormond Carroll, 
who let it be known that one peace march probably will not be 
enough to get the small Porterville minds out of the wilderness. 
Donna Shields gave an invocation; most but not all participated in 
the usual Salute to the Flag; Bob Rippey, from Selma, and Shirley 
Hughes sang protest songs, as Hanoi applauded; some 250 persons, 
more or less from time to time, were around as participants, 
spectators and dissenters to the Vietnam dissenters. 

Really, this Citizens For Peace In Vietnam group has a fine 
potential. If casting, costuming, makeup, and script were sharpened 
up, the next march might be staged through downtown Porterville, 
with the Merchants’ committee tieing in a sales event. 

Maybe a little schmaltz could be added if a police brutality scene 
was written in; certainly the Beattles would improve the musical 
score; and if NBC, ABC, and CBS TV made the scene, no doubt 
some of the nation’s great politicians could be worked into 
supporting, maybe even starring roles. 

Perhaps the least that the small minds of Porterville could do to 
show appreciation for the concern that peace marchers expressed for 
we hopelessly conservative, patriotic, country bumpkins, would be 
to form an ad hoc committee, raise money, purchase a white 
charger, or maybé a stable of white chargers if the peace marchers 
objected to taking turns, lay in a supply of spears, erect a windmill 
at the historic site of Oak and Main, clear the area for the marchers, 
and let them go at it. It’s just possible NBC, ABC and CBS would 
cover that - and man, would Hanoi be confused.

If one would set and 
watch for awhile you would see 
a six or eight inch fish come out 
with his eyes popping out of his 
head as soon as light was hit.

SACRAMENTO — Are girls’ 
eye-catching — mini-skirts and 
men’s short sleeved shirts the 
main reasons for current low 
cotton prices? 

Not necessarily, according to 
the California Department of 
Agriculture’s Market News 
bureau. ae 

The lowest cotton prices in 24 
years are instead due to reduced 
military needs and a higher level 
of textile imports, plus a steadily 


upward trend in man-made 
fibers which substitute for 
cotton. 


Production of these 
man-made fibers in the United 
States has tripled in the last 10 
years, and now exceeds the 


usage of cotton fibers. 

Cotton purchases by the 
Department of Defense have 
dropped nearly 200,000 bales a 
year as a result of purchasing 
sand bags made from synthetic 


materials, which outwear cotton. 

Cotton exports have long 
been a major outlet for 
California and other- United 
States cotton, but this volume 
dropped sharply last year to the 
lowest level since 1955. Near 
record cotton production in the 
rest of the free world and 
foreign man-made _ fiber 
production have been major 
factors in reduced U.S. exports, 
economists say. 


Reduced Military Use, Imports, Synthetics Hurting Cotton Market 


The most important field crop * 


grown in California, cotton has 
an annual value in excess of 
$200 million. It was a relatively 
minor crop in the state until 
production began in the San 
Joaquin valley about 50 years 
ago. Fresno, Kern, Kings and 
Tulare are the leading counties 
in production. 

Harvesting of new crop cotton 
is underway and at current low 
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prices, market activity has — 
increased. Merchants and 
domestic mills are contracting 
the new crop and foreign 
inquiries have increased, with 
sales mostly to Japan. 

California’s Acala cotton has a 
longer staple and is of finer 
quality than cotton from any 
other growing areas, and average 
yield per acre of 1,072 pounds 
last year is over twice the 
average of 511 pounds per acre 
for all cotton growing states. 


A blackout 
1 in Southern 
m California? 


O. August 4 of this year, a
